Communities 
must defeat 
terror threat

COMMUNITIES will ulti¬ 
mately defeat terrorism, said 
Bedfordshire’s Police and 
Crime Commissioner (PCC) 
Oily Martins after four men 
were jailed over a bomb plot 
in Luton. 

Mr Martins was speaking 
after a group of men were sen¬ 
tenced to more than 40 years 
for planning an attack on the 
Territorial Army base on Marsh 
Road. 

Mr Martins, who serves as a 
soldier at the base, congratu¬ 
lated the security services for 
foiling the plot but said stop¬ 
ping the radicalisation of ‘vul¬ 
nerable people’ was the job of 
the whole community. 

On Thursday Zahid Iqbal, 
Mohammed Sharfaraz Ahmed, 
Umar Arshad, and Syed 
Hussain were sentenced to a 
total of 44-and-a-half years for 
the plot. See story page 2. 

They had also talked about 
attacking MI5, the US Air 
Force, the English Defence 
League and The Mall shopping 
centre. 

PCC Martins said: “As I am a 
soldier at the Territorial Army 


Centre in Leagrave I would 
clearly like to congratulate the 
security services on their vigi¬ 
lance. But what’s really impor¬ 
tant is that we should not allow 
a whole community to be stig¬ 
matised by the activities of a 
miniscule extremist minority.” 

He also said the four would- 
be terrorists were ‘not repre¬ 
sentative of the local Muslim 
community or of the religion of 
Islam’ and he knew that the 
Muslim community wanted to 
‘root out violent extremism’. 

The PCC added: “The key 
message here is that while the 
security services can foil plots 
such as this, we need to stop 
vulnerable people being radi¬ 
calised and getting to the point 
of becoming terrorist plotters 
in the first place. 

“That requires vigilance by 
the local community and co¬ 
operation with the authorities. 

“It is communities rather 
than the security services that 
will defeat terrorism.” 

Representatives of the 
Muslim community have also 
echoed the commissioner’s 
words. Zafar Khan, from the 
Luton Council of Faiths, said ‘it 
undermined ‘the great work¬ 
ing taking place in Luton’ and 


needed to be tackled by the 
whole town. 

Qadir Baksh, from the 
Islamic Centre in Luton where 
the plot ring-leader Zahid 
Iqbal used to worship, said 
Iqbal had left after disagreeing 
with the centre’s views. 

He said: “First and foremost 
we should not label the whole 
of the Muslim community 
with this example. 

“This type of extreme exam¬ 
ple exists in every community. 

“The IRA did all sorts of 
things but you can’t label the 
Irish community because of 
that and the same principle 
can be used for Muslims. 

“We knew one of them, he 
was a worshipper in our 
Mosque but disagreed with 
our moderate political views 
so he left. 

“It’s important to understand 
that a mosque is no different to 
a church. It’s a place of worship 
and you don’t know who is 
coming to worship there but 
when we come across those 
views we challenge them and 
try to show them the right way. 

“I would say that the town 
has a problem the same way 
other towns that have a large 
Muslim population do.”

Terror plot gang jailed 
for more than 40 years

FOUR al-Qaeda inspired terror¬ 
ists who plotted to blow up a 
Territorial Army base with a 
bomb strapped to a remote-con¬ 
trolled car have been jailed for 
more than 40 years. 

The Luton-based group, jailed 
on Thursday, consisting of Zahid 
Iqbal, 31, Mohammed Sharfaraz 
Ahmed, 25, Umar Arshad, 24 and 
Syed Hussain, 22, wanted to blow 
up the TA base on Marsh Road. 

They had also discussed attack¬ 
ing MI5, the US Air Force, the 
English Defence League and their 
local shopping centre. 

Mr Justice Wilkie QC jailed both 
Iqbal and Ahmed for 16 years and 
three months each. Arshad was 
sentenced to six years and nine 
months, and Hussain was jailed 
for five years and three months. 

Ringleader Iqbal helped organ¬ 
ise for the group to travel to 
Pakistan for extremist training 
through an al-Qaeda contact he 
had there. 

Fellow plotter Ahmed made sev¬ 
eral trips to Snowdonia and the 
Brecon Beacons to prepare for 
conditions in the mountains of 
Pakistan and Afghanistan. 

But security services bugged 
their cars and overheard married 
father-of-two Iqbal suggesting 
driving a toy car with explosives 
under the gates of the TA base. 

Iqbal originally planned to send 
extremist followers abroad, but 
turned his attention to UK targets 
after losing contact with his ter¬ 
rorist handler in Pakistan. 



The pair recruited and radical¬ 
ised Ahmed’s friend Arshad, 24, 
and Hussain. The homes of all 
four terrorists were raided just 
days before the tenth anniversary 
of 9/11, and they admitted a joint 
charge of preparing for terrorism. 



Judge Wilkie QC ordered 13 
charges of having extremist mate¬ 
rial against the defendants to lie 
on file.

Dave Mingay spokesperson for 
the NUT in Luton said: “Michael 
Gove’s logic on this issue is funda¬ 
mentally flawed. Children in the 
UK already have the shortest sum¬ 
mer holidays and spend more time 
in classrooms than other Western 
countries. 

“The idea that children tradi¬ 
tionally have long holidays 
because of agriculture is a 
misconception that has been 
disproven many times over. 

“Children need time to be chil¬ 
dren, explore the world and spend 
time with their parents.”

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Row over faith school 
buses hits full throttle

PARENTS at Cardinal Newman say that 
they have been left ‘frustrated’ by the 
lack of information given to them over 
the plans to cut buses for faith schools 
at a meeting this week. 

Held at the school on Thursday even¬ 
ing, parents had the chance to question 
Luton Borough Council leader Hazel 
Simmons and other representatives 
from the authority about the proposals. 

Many concerns about the cuts were 
raised, including the increased cost of 
travel and fears that the buses would 
stop running the route to the school 
completely if the number of pupils using 
the service decreased because they 
couldn’t afford it. 

However, the panel was unable to 
categorically state how much the bus 
may cost per day, with Cllr Simmons 
adding: “I don’t think the bus services 
will stop, people will still use them.” 

At a full council meeting on Tuesday it 
was agreed that the authority would 
consider an amendment made by the 
Liberal Democrats. That would leave the 
free school transport in place for exist¬ 
ing Cardinal Newman School pupils, 
but require a 50 per cent contribution to 
the cost from new pupils starting at the 
school from September. 


It has also been suggested that a one- 
off subsidy of £420k will be split between 
the Luton schools affected, with a very 
small proportion retained to facilitate a 
hardship fund for pupils currently in 
receipt of free denominational transport 
to an out of borough school. 

After the meeting, parent Antoinette 
Kotula, said: “Parents have been left 
frustrated with the complete lack of 
knowledge shown by the council. 

“There were no specific facts about 
how much the buses would cost or how 
many pupils would have to use bus to 


make it viable for Arriva to run it. We are 
aware of the amendment and talk of a 
subsidy but we are not negotiating.” 

Cllr Simmons said: “We have been 
investigating a number of proposals and 
have been seeking views from the 
school, parents and bus operators so 
that we can consider what impact the 
proposals will have. 

“I must stress that no decision has 
been made, but should the proposals 
advance, the council would work with 
parents and operators with a view to 
securing the best possible solution.”

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Villagers will fight 
approved site plan

RESIDENTS in Barton-le-Clay have vowed to bat¬ 
tle on after a plan to put traveller pitches in the 
village was approved by Central Bedfordshire 
Council for submission to the Secretary of State. 

The site, on Faldo Road, is one of seven which has 
been short-listed for gypsy and traveller accommo¬ 
dation, following a council vote on Thursday night. 
At the meeting, nine representations were made by 
members of the public against the site in Barton. 

However, 37 councillors voted in favour of the 
plan as a whole, with 11 voting against. 

Councillor Ian Shingler, who represents the vil¬ 
lage, said: “There is a sense of injustice and a 
feeling that people were not listening. 

“The residents are currently compiling a dossier, 
which includes noise and wildlife assessments that 
have been carried out professionally.” 

However, Nigel Young, executive member for

sustainable communities, said: “The support by 
council doesn’t amount to a decision on any of the 
sites - it simply means that it supports the publica¬ 
tion of the full plan and ‘shortlist’ of sites for public 
consultation and submission.”

Success for burglary operation as police charge 11

Chief Constable Alf Hitchcock, who 
was on the ground as the warrants 
were executed, said: “There has been 
a significant reduction in burglary 
offences across the county. 

“Crimes associated with burglary 
such as handling stolen goods are 
also an issue that we are determined 
to address.”

Jail for man involved 
in near fatal shooting

A 23-YEAR-OLD Luton man has 
been jailed for 29 years for the 
part he played in a revenge 
shooting. 

James Campbell, 23, of 
Wellington Street, Luton had 
accompanied another man who 
was armed with a weapon used 
to shoot Mohammed Yasin Khan 
after they broke into his home. 

The man who organised the 
shooting, Fesar Khiaq, of 
Yarmouth Road, Watford, was 
jailed for 35 years. 

Khiaq, 27, put together the plan 
to exact revenge for an attack on 
his older brother. 

Before sentence was passed on 
Monday at St Albans Crown 
Court, Judge Stephen Gullick was 
told of the terrible, life-changing 
injuries Mr Khan, now 66, had 
suffered. 

Following the shooting at his 
home in Watford in the early 
hours of October 27, 2011, he was 
left with a wound the size of a 50- 
pence piece to his neck. 

Pellets from the blast also 
entered his brain and he suffered 
a stroke. As a result he has been 
left paralysed down his left side, 
his speech has been affected and 
he is unable to walk.

From being an active man who 
would visit his mosque and walk 
his dog, he now has to be lifted in 
and out of bed and is doubly 
incontinent, needing constant 
care from his family. 

Passing sentence on Khiaq the 
judge told him his actions ‘repre¬ 
sented a calculated act of 
revenge’. 

Khiaq, a father of a young child, 
had ordered the shooting of Mr 
Khan at his home in Hodges Way 
because his son, Ausman, had 
been acquitted at St Albans 
Crown Court just days earlier of a 


charge of attempting to murder 
Khiaq’s older brother, Abid 
Hussain. 

Khiaq of Yarmouth Road, 
Watford and Campbell, appeared 
for sentence after a jury found 
them guilty on Friday, April 12 of 
conspiring to murder. 

The judge said the sentences 
had to demonstrate to those 
thinking about taking the law 
into their own hands that lengthy 
jail terms would follow. 

Investigating officer, Detective 
Inspector Sharn Basra, of 
Hertfordshire Police, said: “This 
verdict has been the result of 
months of dedicated hard work 
from officers on the Bedfordshire 
and Hertfordshire Major Crime 
unit and officers in Watford who 
have all worked to bring this case 
to court and I would like to thank 
them for their dedication. 

“The verdicts and sentences 
passed indicate the severity of 
these men’s cowardly actions for 
the terrifying and painful ordeal 
they subjected their victim to on 
that night in October 2011.” 

Three other men, Anthony 
Francis, 30, who at the time was 
living in Charter Place, Watford, 
Matthew Seddon, 28, also of 
Charter Place, Watford, and Alex 
Myers, 21, of Dumfries Street in 
Luton were all found not guilty of 
conspiracy to murder.

A BUSINESSMAN has 
invented a new casino game 
set to go live at Grove Casino 
this Friday. 

Patrick McGrath, from Park 
Town, has created Switch 
Match, a game in which play¬ 
ers try to match the total on 
their cards with the dealer’s 
total to win. 

And customers at the Grove 
are being offered a ‘free play’ 
session worth £100 every 
night until Friday so they can 
learn the game. 

Each night the winner will 
be given a bottle of cham¬ 
pagne and a £25 voucher to 
spend on the game once it 
goes live. 

Mr McGrath, who runs 
casino nights for a living, 
said he made the game to 
offer casino customers more 
excitement and options.

H OW many of you have 
heard of the 
Communications Data 
Bill? Be afraid, be very afraid. 

The Bill, which will be part of 
the Queen’s Speech next month, 
will allow Government scrutiny 
of all emails and social media 
sites, such as Facebook and 
Twitter. 

This is being done for reasons 
of security, or so we are told. 

The proposed legislation 
obliges internet service provid¬ 
ers to keep all records of their 
customers’ online activity for a 
year. This includes every email, 
posting on a social networking 
site, video or phone calls over 
the internet.

THERE is a misconception that a hospice is 
only there to help patients in their last few 
days. Our reporter, LAUREN ARCHELL, speaks 
to Keech Hospice about the wide range of 
services and support that it can provide to 
those who need it most 


UNDERSTANDABLY, a hospice 
is a place that many hope that 
they will never have to visit. 

However, if they do, they often 
find themselves extremely 
grateful for the care, advice and 
support that they receive 

Keech Hospice Care, on Great 
Bramingham Road in Streatley, 
cares for adults living in Luton 
and South Bedfordshire and 
children from across 
Bedfordshire, Hertfordshire 
and Milton Keynes. 

The aim is to help patients 
enjoy the highest quality of life. 
But this isn’t the only objective. 

The facility also works to 
provide support to a patient 
and their family and friends 
from diagnosis stages and also 
with bereavement care. 

Louise Merola is the 
Macmillan Social Work 
Assistant who is based at Keech 
Hospice Care. She has been in 
post ten months and supports 
Jason Kassemoss, a Palliative 
Care Social Worker, who is also 
based at the hospice. 

Louise sees up to 20 day care 
patients a day and up to eight 
in-patients at any one time. 

As part of her role she largely 
supports the day care patients, 


allowing Jason to concentrate 
on the more complex needs of 
in-patients. 

A typical week for Louise is 
extremely varied. 

Every Monday, she supports a 
drop-in group for carers at 
Keech Hospice. 

This session allows carers 
access to social work support, 
complementary therapy, music 
therapy, pre-bereavement care, 
and one-to-one emotional sup¬ 
port which focuses on wellbe¬ 
ing and managing stress. 

Louise also provides an 
outreach service, which 
involves visiting patients at 
home or in the community. 

Some patients and carers pre¬ 
fer to be seen and supported at 
home as they feel more com¬ 


fortable in their familiar 
surroundings. 

Louise said: “This is a very 
important service and can be 
used to find out what the 
patient, family or carer needs 
support with. 

“Often if you ask they will say 
‘no, I’m fine’. 

“Only when you dig a little 
deeper over a cup of tea and a 
chat do you find out they are 
crawling up the stairs to bed at 
night or can’t manage to wash 
themselves safely in the 
shower, or that their greatest 
concern is something that can 
be solved practically. 

“One patient was moving into 
an unfurnished flat and had no 
family or friends nearby to help 
her buy furniture.

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“I took the patient to a local 
secondhand furniture shop to 
buy everything she needed for 
her new home. 

“It’s practical help like that 
which you don’t think about 
which makes a difference.” 

In addition, Louise also 
encourages patients to apply 
for benefits like disability living 
allowance or blue badges. 

By helping to fill the neces¬ 
sary paperwork, she is able 


to relieve pressure on the 
local Macmillan Welfare 
Rights Service, as well as help¬ 
ing to make life easier for the 
patient. 

Another part of Louise’s role 
includes making bereavement 
support calls. 

Such calls are scheduled to 
loved ones and carers around 
three weeks after death, as this 
seems to be the right time to 
talk after the funeral has taken 


place. 

If required, she can then 
guide people to other 
services and arrange for a 
bereavement support volunteer 
or group support.

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Councillors’ tribute 
to ‘friend of Farley’

POLITICAL parties put their 
differences aside to collectively 
pay tribute to former Labour 
councillor Larry McCowen who 
died last month.

HUMANITY is facing a world full 
of risk and opportunity, one of 
the world’s leading sociologists 
stated during a visit to Luton. 

Labour peer Lord Anthony 
Giddens, pictured, a former advi¬ 
sor to Tony Blair, said ‘many 
aspects of our life have become 
like science fiction’, with 
Armageddon a real possibility. 

During a talk at the University 
of Bedfordshire, the widely refer¬ 
enced academic spoke about his 
predictions of mankind’s future. 

He said: “I want to suggest that 
we live in a high risk, high oppor¬ 
tunity society. 

“We live in a world capable of 


destroying itself. What we must 
not do is refuse the reality of risk. 

“That’s what many of us are 
doing and what most of the world 
is doing.” 

Lord Giddens also suggested 
that sociologists had to rethink 


their entire area of study. 

He added: “Social scientists are 
going to have to tread a path in a 
world where the boundaries have 
shifted so dramatically. 

“We may have to reassess the 
whole area of social science.”

A NEW campaign has been 
launched to encourage people 
to report incidents of adult 
abuse that they see or 
suspect. 

The aim of the scheme, which 
has been launched by the Luton 
Safeguarding Adults Board 
(LSAB), is to get the message 
across that everyone has a 
responsibility when it comes to 
protecting and safeguarding 
adults who are, or might be, at 
risk. 


Any adult can suffer abuse, 
however those most at risk 
include people who receive 
community care services and 
those unable to protect 
themselves from harm. 

A leaflet has been produced as 
part of the campaign that gives 
examples of various types of 
abuse and the ways that people 
can report it. It can take a 
number of forms including 
physical, sexual, financial, 
psychological or neglect.

violence, fear and abuse.

This dead rubber at the MerseyRail 
Community Stadium could have 
slipped into the Blue Square Bet 
Premier archives as a drab affair to 
mark the final game of Southport boss 
Liam Watson’s 334-game tenure at 
Haig Avenue. However, his leaving 
party began in style and barely let up 
in an eventful opening half. 

The Sandgrounders boasted the 
leakiest home defence in the league 
prior to this clash, having conceded 41 
goals, but within just one minute it 
was them providing the first addition 
to the scoresheet. 

Winger Chris Almond bounded down 
the right touchline and delivered a 
deliciously-weighted cross for Sean 
Clancy to head beyond Mark Tyler for 
the opener. 

Town’s response was purposeful as 
Gray almost added to his 18-goal tally 
with a low ninth-minute effort but was 
denied on the line by former Luton 
loanee Godfrey Poku, while Dave 


Martin had shouts for a penalty waved 
away after the ball had appeared to 
strike the arm of midfielder Alan 
Moogan inside the Southport box. 

Luton have mustered just seven wins 
away from Kenilworth Road all season, 
but despite their early setback they 
battled back into the game and after 
determined pressure they found a 
quick-fire double to Southport’s early 
sucker-punch. 

First, Robinson latched on to a loose 
ball to coast into the hosts’ area and 
delicately side-foot beyond Zac 
Hibbert on the half hour. 

Just four minutes later, the Hatters 
had turned the game on its head. 

Gray evaded the offside trap to spin 
and volley left-footed past the helpless 
Hibbert. No more than the Hatters 
deserved after a less than ideal start 
and their real moment of panic before 
the half-time whistle came as Steven 
Tames embarrassingly missed a rou¬ 
tine six-yard header. 

A disastrous first-half opening was 
almost mirrored with a similarly poor 
start to the second half as Andy Owens 
twice blazed over from close range in 
quick succession. 

Town defeated the home side 3-1 
back in late September thanks to a 
Scott Rendell brace and another from 
Stuart Fleetwood and as time ticked 
away it was to be the story again to 
bring a close to an up-and-down 
Hatters season. 

Gray’s performances throughout this 
campaign have often been the shining 
light for Luton and so it proved once 
more as he raced in to clip in Town’s 
third and seal the win. 

At the start of the day Town could 
have finished as low as eleventh but in 
the end a top seven finish added a 
gloss to a transitional season.
